Claims 1-14 and 16-23 

Document 1 (ASCII Shoseki Henshubu, ed. , "i-mode 
Java Programming- Stand Alone Application Hen, Revised new 
edition," first printing, ASCII Corp., 21 May 2001, ISBN: 
4-7561-3790-3, pages 40-52 (specifically page 47, chart 3- 
2; page 47, lines 5-9; page 48, last line to page 49, line 
2)) indicates a configuration wherein a URL that expresses 
the location of an ADF file is included within a HTML 
file, the ADF file is downloaded from a web server using 
this URL, a jar file is downloaded from the URL that is 
indicated by the package URL item that is described within 
the downloaded ADF file and the program that is included 
within the jar file is executed. 

Document 2 (Li Gong, "Java Series Java 2 Platform 
Security,'' first printing, Kabushiki Kaisha Pearson 
Education, 30 November 2000, ISBN: 4-89471-193-1, pages 
123-125 and 134-138 (specifically, page 123, lines 18-22; 
page 124, lines 20-22; page 125, section 4.2.2)) indicates 
that a URL, which expresses the location of a policy file 
that corresponds to an application, is specified each time 
a program is executed. 

The ADF file indicated in document 1 includes 
entries for controlling program execution conditions (for 
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example, the target device or the like) ; therefore, it 
would be obvious to a person skilled in the art of this 
technical field to set the URL of a policy file that 
specifies program execution conditions, like that which is 
indicated in document 2, as an ADF entry. 

Furthermore, a configuration wherein policy files 
indicate whether or not a user has resource access 
privileges would be obvious to a person skilled in the art 
of this technical field as indicated in document 3 
(Computer Today, 01 September 1998, Vol. 15, No. 5, pages 
44-49, ISSN: 0289-3509 (specifically, page 47, left 
column, lines 28-29, "File Permission, " "Socket 
Permission" and "Net Permission")). 



Claim 15 

Techniques for signing that employ an encryption key 
and a public key are well known as indicated in document 2 
(pages 134-138) . However, a technique wherein a public key 
is included within an application description file, a 
security description file is signed using a private key 
and the validity of the security description file is 
verified using the public key that is included in the 
application description file is not disclosed or suggested 
in any of the documents cited in the international search 
report . 

Document 4 (EP 0813132 A2 (International Business 
Machines Corp.), 17 December 1997, page 2, lines 20-21 and 
page 3, lines 45-48, & US 5825877 A & JP 10-083310 A) 
demonstrates the general state of the art in this 
technical field, and discloses a feature wherein an ACL 
file that corresponds to a program is downloaded, and 
access to resources is controlled on the basis of the 
description within the ACL file. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 



The description does not set forth a configuration 
that corresponds to the disclosure "only in cases when the 
storage location for the aforementioned security file is 
within the aforementioned management server device'' in 
claim 17. Therefore, claim 17 of this application is not 
fully supported by the description. 

The description does not set forth configurations 
that correspond to the disclosures wherein "information 
related to the validity of the security description file 
is written into the aforementioned storage unit," and 
"when a query related to the validity of the security 
description file is received from a terminal device via 
the aforementioned communication unit, the information 
related to the validity of said security description file 
is read out from the aforementioned storage unit and is 
transmitted to the aforementioned terminal device via the 
aforementioned communication unit" in claim 22. Therefore, 
claim 22 of this application is not fully supported by the 
description. 

The description does not set forth a configuration 
that corresponds to the disclosure "in cases when a 
response indicating that the aforementioned security 
description file is invalid has been received from the 
aforementioned management server device via the 
aforementioned communication unit" in claim 23. Therefore, 
claim 23 of this application is not fully supported by the 
description. 
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
